Gentlepeople, 


I've noticed recently some very large postings of considerable interest 
to some of us who collect boatanchor radios. IMHO, it would make a lot 
of sense to announce on this forum that such informational messages are 
available and to then send them only to those who specifically request 
copies. 


Why does this make sense? Good question. Lemme explain. 


In a nutshell, large messages take non-trivial amounts of time to come 
streaming in and there may be some on this alias who (a) may not be 
interested in the information content (b)may be reading boatanchors 
through a modem line and (c) may be unable to selectively reject inbound 
messages. This situation is even worse for those who are reading 
boatanchors in digest form and who must take the entire daily 
accumulation at one, non-interruptible gulp. 


So, in summary, my suggestion is to continue to share the results of 
research work or whatever you have that pertains to old radios, but do 
it in such a way that maximizes the use of the available bandwidth.

Subject: Boatanchor Catches Ship Distress Traffic

Fellow Boatanchorites: 
I had the good fortune, last night to be able to monitor some 


real distress traffic on the boatanchor regenerative MF shipboard 
radio receiver (Federal [MacKay] 128AY [USCG RC-123]). 


There was a Russian M/V Salvador Allende/UWAG that sent out 

a distress call on 600 meters (500khz) about O300UTC O9DEC94. 
He was located about 1000 nm east of New York City, and about 
300nm SSE of Cape Race, N.S. (If anyone is interested I can 
post a lengthy bit of information about it - about 400 lines - 
I don't know if it sank or not, yet, but they found the crew 
apparently OK). 


During the 7 hours that I monitored the action, I had the 128AY 
and a Kenwood TS-140S attached to a common antenna (a 100' Marconi) 
and had a tape deck rolling in the background. The QTH (Raleigh, 
NC was about 1200-1500 mi SW of the distressed vessel. 


When comparing the Kenwood with the old regenerative Boatanchor, 
the two were absolutely identical in what they could hear on 600 
meters in my hands, by ear. The ONLY thing the modern rig had 
going for it was the noise blanking (a local touch lamp somewhere 
in the neighborhood gave the ol' regen fits when it came on a 
couple of times). In all other respects, including selectivity, 
they were essencially identical. 


>From the NC QTH stations heard were: 


KFS San Francisco QSA 2 
VCS Halifax, N.S. QSA 3 
WCC Cape Cod QSA 5 
WNU Slidell, LA QSA 5 
WLO Mobile QSA 5 
CLK (Cuba?) QSA 5 
ZBM (Bermuda?) QSA 3 


Assorted Ship Stations in the area of the distressed vessel were QSA 1. 
Assorted Ship Stations off the local East Coast were QSA 2 to QSA 5.
